Records Required 
from Dairymen in 
Payment Program 


Dairymen of I^ee 
o r - t y will 
nerd accurate records of certain 
sales and purchases in order to 
take advantage of the dairy feed 
adjustment payments which have 
just hern announced by the W ar 
Food Administration, it is pointed 
out bv Farm Adviser Charles E. 
Yale. ' 


Beginning October 1 and con­ 
tinuing through December 31. ac- 
« urate records of sales of milk and 
hutterfat and of purchases of dairy 
feeds, including hay. will be re­ 
quired of dairymen who expect to 
get 
the 
adjustment 
payments. 
Where payments .are made direct­ 
ly to the producer, these records 
of sales and purchases and sup­ 
porting evidence will be filed with 
the county AAA office. 
It also was pointed out that the 
fee«j payment program 
is for a 
three-month period. 
By that time 
the whole nulk production pro­ 
gram is expected to get further 
consideration by congress and ap­ 
propriate administrative agencies. 
Adjustment payments under the 
three-month program will be based 
primarily on the increased cost of 
feed since September-, 1942. Con­ 
sideration also will be given to the 
difference between prices now re­ 
ceived for milk and those received 
during 
the 
immediate 
pre-war 
years. 
In no case will the payment be 
less than the equivalent of 25 cents 
a hundredweight of whole milk de­ 
livered. 
except 
in 
areas where 
other programs for dairy produc­ 
ers are now in effect. 
Also it will 
not he more than 50 cents a hun­ 
dredweight. 
When hutterfat rath­ 
er than whole milk is delivered, 
the minimum rate will be 3 cents 
a pound of hutterfat and the max­ 
imum 6 cents. 
The 
payment 
rate 
in 
areas 
where a milk subsidy is already 
in effect, or where a hay program 
has stabilized hay prices will ba 
adjusted to take these programs 
into account. 
The idea is to restore feed cost! 
to the September, 1942, level with­ 
out disturbing the prices of mill* 
or other dairy products. 


Lee County’s 1944 wheat goal 
of 
1 .4 50 acres calls for only a 


slight increase over the 1942 acre­ 


age. according to figures released 
from the state A A A office hy Lee 
M. Gentry, chairman of the state 
committee. 
Although the state goal is con­ 
siderably higher than the acreagq 
grown this year, the increase for 
1941 
is being 
sought chiefly in 
the soft wintcr-wheat areas and 
sections producing both soft and 
hard wheat most 
heavily, 
Lee 
County farm adviser Charles E. 
Yale, points out. 
In areas where land is as well 
or better adapted to other more 
needed crops, such as 
soybeans 
and important feed grains, far­ 
mers are urged to 
grow 
these 
crops instead of wheat. 
This does 
not mean that the individual has 
to cut wheat where it fits into 
the rotation and plan of farming. 
Increases are being asked prin­ 
cipally in a l eas better adapted to 
raising wheat. 
than 
to 
other 
crops essential to the war effort, 
('harles E Yale says. 
There will 
be no wheat allotment or goals 
established for 
individual 
farms 
for 1944.
